The daily life of a Boer family Is s 
simpleono. At daylight all the members 
assemble in the main room—the kitchen 
and eating room, although most of the 
food is cooked in the open air—where 
the head of the family reads reverently 
a chapter or two from the Bible, gen­ 
erally the Old Testament; a simply, 
manly prayer is then offered, followed 
by the observance of an ancient Bible 
custom. A colored handmaid enters the 
room with a basin of water aud a towel.
